CSM SAYS WH EXPECTED ANNOUNCE FORMALLY NEXT WEEK THAT 
PRES WILL BEGIN FOUR-DAY PRC VISIT DEC 1. 

UPI'S GROWALD REPORTS ADMIN SOURCES SAID WEDNESDAY 
THAT DISAGREEMENTS WITH PEKING OVER US DETENTE WITH 
SOVIET HAVE CAUSED FORD SHORTEN PRC VISIT TO FOUR DAYS 
FROM SIX; SOURCES ADDED US/PRC STILL AT ODDS OVER TRIP 
ARRANGEMENTS, WITH ONE THING CERTAIN: IF OTHER SIDE 
WITHDRAWS ITS GUARANTEE PRES WILL BE GREETED PERSONALLY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BY MAO, FORD WILL NOT GO AT ALL; BUT STRESSED HE 
STILL EXPECTS MAKE TRIP, PROBABLY AT END NOV. 

GROWALD REPORTS VARIOUS ADMIN/DIPLOMATIC SOURCES’ RUNDOWN 
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ON CHANGE IN US/PRC MOOD RE FORD TRIP: MAO, CHOU, TENG 
AND OTHERS WERE PRESSURED BY LEFT-WING/RIGHT-WING FACTIONS 
WHO OPPOSE US DETENTE WITH SOVIET; PEKING THEN BEGAN 
ATTACKING US ON SUCH SUBJECTS AS ALLOWING TIBETAN DANCE 
TROUP PERFORM HERE; IN PEKING, HAK FOUND CHINESE TALKING 
TOUGH, HAMMERING AWAY ON DISLIKE OF US-SOVIET RELATIONS, 

AND HAK LEFT WITHOUT SETTING DATE FOR FORD VISIT; 

MIFFED, US DECIDED PRES WOULD LOWER PRESTIGE OF HIS 
PRC TRIP BY INCLUDING INDONESIA, PHILIPPINES STOPS, 

WITH LENGTH OF PRC STAY SHORTENED TO AVOID BEING 
AWAY MORE THAN SIX DAYS; PEKING, IN TURN, BEGAN HEDGING 
ON ARRANGEMENTS - AND US ADVANCE TEAM WAS STILL WAITING 
WEDNESDAY TO DEPART (PHINQ). 

ACCORDING CHICAGO DAILY NEWS REPORT, ONLY NEWS FORD 
PRC TRIP LIKELY PRODUCE IS THAT HE HAS GONE TO PRC. 

BOTH SIDES APPEAR AGREE NOTHING MUCH OF SUBSTANCE WILL 
RESULT, ALTHOUGH PEKING WELCOMES VISIT FOR SYMBOLIC 
VALUE. BOTH SIDES HAVE MORE PRESSING CONCERN THAN TAIWAN 
OR EXCHANGING EMBASSIES - CHIEF AMONG THESE BEING

COUNTED HEAVILY ON OVERSEAS BUSINESS UPSURGE TO BOLSTER 
SAGGING ECONOMY THIS YR, BUT REST OF WORLD ISN’T BUYING. 
BELIEVES NEW, PAINFUL EXPERIENCE FOR JAPANESE, WHO

TRUSTEESHIP CANNOT GO ON INDEFINITELY; OBSTACLES TO ISLANDS 
BECOMING NATION ARE HUGE, DUE DISTANCES, CULTURAL
